4. These amendments are fully supported by the specification on page 27, lines 13 
through 15. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. With regard to the rejection of claim 1 3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2 second paragraph, 
Applicants have cancelled claim 13. Therefore, the rejection of claim 13 as indefinite 
has been withdrawn. 

6. With regard to the objection to claims 1,2,7,8,9,11,12, and 1 4 on the ground 
that the claims contain subject matter outside the elected Group IV subject matter, 
Applicants have deleted the objectionable matter from claims 1, 2, 7, 8, 12, and 14, and 
cancelled claims 9 and 1 1 outright. Therefore, the objection to claims 1 , 2, 7, 8, 12, and 
14 as containing non-elected subject matter has been withdrawn. 

7. The amendments to the claims were supported by the specification and 
introduced no new matter. The inventions as claimed were found to be non-obvious 
over the prior art.
